NEW YORK, Oct. 3—The beat- 
en body of Mrs. William Q. Bra- 
zeau, daughter of John S. Leahy 
Sr., St. Louis attorney, was found 
today in a one-room apartment 


at 310 West Thirty-fourth street. 

Police were led to the littered 
room by James P. Cronin, 29- 
year-old electrician, of Newton, 
Mass., who told officers he had 
beaten Mrs. Brazeau last Satur- 
day night. An autopsy revealed 
that death was caused by a hem- 
orrhage of the brain and a frac- 
tured skull. ' 

Police found St. Louis corre- 
spondence in Mrs. Brazeau’s 
room, which led to notification of 
a brother, John S. Leahy Jr., an 
attorney, who livés in St. Louis 
with his parents at 4944 Lindell 
boulevard. 

“I've killed somébody and I 
want to give myself up.”’ Cronin, 
an Army veteran, told Patrolman 
Peter Sheehan, whom he accosted 
on the street. 

Cronin gave Sheehan the ad- 
dress of the Thirty-fourth street 
room, where other officers found 
the body sprawled on a couch, 
the face disfigured by welts. The 
room was spattered with blood 
and littered with empty bottles. 

In his statement to detectives, 
Cronin said he stopped Mrs. 
Brazeau on the street a month 
ago to inquire where he could 
obtain treatment for a leg injury. 
He said she took him to a hos- 
pital and then accompanied him 
for a drink. 

“She took me home with her, 
and I've been living there since,” 
the husky electrician told officers. 
“TI beat her up Saturday night 
and I left her and didn’t go back 
until last night. When I opened 
the door and saw the body I 
knew I had killed her.” 

Cronin could not account for 
his whereabouts since Saturday, 
but detectives learned he had 
been. drinking in neighborhood 
bars. He was held on a technical 
charge of vagrancy pending an 
inquest. He told police he is 
married and gave his address as 
223 Elliott street, Newton. 


Mrs. Brazeau, 43 years old, was 
the former Jane Leahy. She was 
educated at Sacred Heart Acad- 
emy in St. Louis and Miss 
Finch’s School in Connecticut. 

She made her St. Louis debut 
in 1925 and two years later was

TOKYO, Oct. 3 (AP) — Allied 
land-based planes destroyed or 
damaged 1059 Russian-made tanks 
during the war in South Koréa, 
the American Air Force chief in 
the Far East announced today.

Pearson told the committee the 
Soviet resolution “is bound to 
create chaos, confusion, uncer- 
tainty and trouble and we know 
who benefits from a situation of 
that kind.”

Lt. Henry J. McNichols 
Shot ‘by. Korean in 
Head and Shoulder — 
Now in Tokyo Hospital.

TOKYO, Oct. 3—Lt. Henry J. 
MeNichols of St. Louis, from a 
cot in Tokyo General Hospital, 
today told how a Communist lieu- 
tenant of the North Korean Army 
tied him with rags to a pine tree 


face. 

There are bullet holes in~ his 
left cheek, below his right ear, 
in his shoulder and on both sides 
of his neck. 

He related how his feet plowed 
furrows in the ground as he 
slumped for hours try to ease 
the torture of his wounds by slid- 
ing his bound arms farther down 
the trunk of the tree. 

He remembers how he choked 
up blood as he made anguished 
calls for help intermittently 
through the night. 

He remembers and one day 
hopes to see the face of the man 
who shot him. 

“T can pick it out of any Ko- 
rean face there is,” he said. 

Still Has Nightmares. 

Lt. McNichols, 25 years old, 
whose home is at 4724 Westmin- 
ster place in St. Louis, still has 
nightmares from his terrible ex- 
perience the night of Sept. 20 on 
a Korean hilltop. 

In the daytime, with his wife, 
the former Lucy Ann Caselton of 
St. Louis, a Maid of Honor at the 
1947 Veiled Prophet’s ball—the 
young lieutenant is all right. 

But at night he wakes up and 
remembers. 

He has a look in his eyes that 
tells almost better than his words 
what he went through. He still 
tastes the blood in his throat. 

You can tell that by the way 
he constantly clears it when he 
wakes up during the night, as he 
does frequently. 

tter to His Mother. 

(In a letter to his mother, Mrs. 
Henry J. MecNichols, Lt. Mc- 
Nichols wrote that when the North 
Korean lieutenant tied him to the 
tree and began shooting at him 
from a distance of five yards, “I 
felt as though I was shaking 
hands with Dad.” His father died 
last December. 

(“The gooks overran our posi- 
tions on the night of Sept. 10,” 
MecNichols wrote. “After much 
dodging and running, they cap- 
tured me on the morning of the 
eleventh. They held me captive 
for 10 days and treated and fed 
me well, even though they had 
little food. 

(“On the day.that the Ameri- 
cans began the big push, they 
tied my hands behind me and tied 
me to a tree and then proceeded 
with target practice. 

(“They hit me three times in 
the head and once in the shoulder 
but not in one vital spot. The 
bullets passed through me with- 
out hitting anything important. I

Planes Strike All Along 


International Highway 
as Far: South as Anju, 
Near Pyongyang, Say 
Flyers.

TOKYO, Oct. 3 (AP)—The Far 
East Air Force reported Allied 
warplanes today pounded heavy 
traffic columns rolling southward 


in Red Korea from Communist 
China’s Manchuria border. : 

Pilots making the strike along 
the international highway to the 
North Korean capital of be yy * 
yang reported they destroyed 
trucks and five other vehicles. 
They reported damage to 12 
other trucks and 12 other ve- 
hicles, 

The increased traffic on the 
road from Antung, Manchuria, to 
Pyongyang was first noted at 5:30 
p.m. Monday (2:30 a.m., St. Louis 
time), an Air Force spokesman 
said. At midnight, B-26 night in- 
truder planes failéd to find any 
trace of the vehicle columns. 

Trucks Camouflaged. 

Fighter-bombers were sent to 
the area shortly after dawn Tues- 
day. The first flight failed to 
sight any traffic. The Allied 
pilots flew lower and slower and 
eventually found camouflaged 
trucks off the paved road. 

The air spokesman said 35 of 
the 56 trucks reported destroyed . 
were bagged in the vicinity of the 
North Korean capital. 

An Okesman in Tokyo 
said the northernmost attack line 
along the highway was only 30 
miles south of the Manchurian 
torder. The officer refused to 
comment on where the south- 
bound traffic might have orig- 
inated. Fifth Air Force pilots 
reported truck kills in Kwaksan, 
Anju, Sinanju, Yongyu, all along 
the battered highway. 

Antung is 100 air miles north- 
west of Pyongyang and across 
the Yalu river separating Korea 
and China. 

Column Reported Last Month. 

A Red column was reported 
late last month streaming down 
from Manchuria but air patrols 
were unable to find any trace.

Prime Minister Warns Mili- 
tary Leaders Not to Carry 
It “Too Far.’ 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru declared 
today the Korean war contains 
“seeds of a mighty conflict” and 
warned that military leaders 
should not carry it “too far.” 
-In an address broadcast from 
Lucknow, where he opened the 
eleventh session of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, Nehru said 
the people of the world want the 
Korean conflict to be localized. 

“Yet.” he added, “sometimes 
the military mind peeped out and 
wanted to go much further, think- 
ing it would solve other problems, 
but not realizing the lessons of 
history: that if you go too far you 
topple over and get entangled in 
other problems.” 

The Indian Prime Minister said 
he did not think the military out- 
look for military methods could 
solve any world problem. 

“If a nation develops the mili- 
tary mentality,’ he said, “there is 
little hope for that nation.” 

Nehru suggested that the last 
war might have ended a year ear- 
lier if the resolve had not been 
made to carry it to the utmost 
limit, Presumably he was refer- 
ring to the demand for uncondi- 
tional surrender.

Jurist Rules New Evi- 
dence Presented by Her

NEW YORK, Oct. 3—Mrs. Ellen 
Knauff was denied her release 
from Ellis Island yesterday after 
a United States District Court 
hearing on recently disclosed evi- 
dence that she has been wrong- 
fully classified as a security risk 
by immigration authorities. An 
immediate appeal was filed. 


Her attorney, Gunther Jacob- 
son, contended that the German 
war bride was the victim of cir- 
cumstances arising from foreign 
intrigue when she was a civilian 
employe of American military 
government in Germany. 

Judge Henry W. Goddard ruled, 
however, that the presentation of 
evidence to this effect did not 
change her legal position. He de- 
nied the writ of habeas corpus 
sought by Jacobson. 

Closed Hearing. 


Newspaper reporters were ex- 
cluded from the closed. hearing. 
However, it was learned that Jus- 
tice Department spokesman testi- 

- fied that they were in possession 
of incriminating information in 
addition to that cited by Jacobson 
as the basis for the case against 
her. 

Under the law, the Attorney 
General may exclude, without 
public hearing, from the United 
States any immigrant susnected 
of subversive tendencies. On in- 
formation of an undisclosed na- 
ture, Mrs. Knauff has been held 
at Ellis Island almost since her 
arrival about two years ago after 
marriage to an American war vet- 
eran.

Girl in Amsterdam, N.Y., Believed Criminally 
Attacked — 11 Bullet Wounds in 
Body of Her Escort. | 


AMSTERDAM, N.Y., Oct. 3 
(AP)—Police today sought the 
killer of a pair of teen-aged 
sweethearts who died under a hail 
of bullets in a lovers’ lane. 

A coroner said an autopsy in- 
dicated the 17-year-old girl had 
been criminally attacked. The 
Montgomery county sheriff's of- 
fice said it appeared the crime 
had a “sex motive.” 

One suspect already had been 
questioned but was released. He 
was picked up after reports that 
a man had annoyed couples 
parked in the area Saturddy 
night. 

The superintendent of a nearby 
quarry discovered the bodies of 
Jeanne Lorraine Stone of Am- 
sterdam and William A. Water- 
man, 18, of Gloversville, yester- 
day. Coroner Frank F. Pipito said 
they had been dead about 18 
hours. 

Eleven .22 caliber bullets struck 
Waterman. The girl died of a 
single bullet wound in the head. 
The body of Waterman, a tele- 


vision installer, was beside his 
automobile, -which was parked in 
rthe wooded area of Phillips Park, 
near here. The girl’s body was on 
a grassy plot about 30 feet away. 

Police reported there were no 
signs of a struggle. 

They theorized that the killer 
had surprised the young pair as 
they sat in the automobile. Ear- 
lier, the couple had attended a 
movie. 

The girl had been going with 
Waterman for some time, her 
father, Earle Stone, said. They 
were not engaged but Stone said 
he thought they had “an under- 
standing.” 

There were four bullet holes 
through the window of the door 
on the driver’s side of the coupe. 

William J. Fish, investigator 
for the sheriff's office, said the 
bodies apparently had been 
dragged from the automobile and 
then more bullets fired into 
Waterman. P

Negro Attorney and 
Alderman Named in 
Place of Riehl Who 
Quit Because of Health. 


Sidney R: Redmond, Negro 
lawyer and Alderman of the 
Eighteenth Ward, was named as 
the Republican nominee for Con- 
gressman in the Eleventh District 
at a meeting of the Republican 
District Committee last night. 
Local Republican party leaders 
hope Redmond’s name on the 
ticket will win them the votes of 
a majority of Negroes in the city 
at the Nov. 7 election. 


Redmond was named to fill a 
vacancy caused by the withdrawal 
last week of Vernon G. Riehl, 
lawyer and former alderman, who 
won the nomination at the Aug. 
1 primary election. Riehl defeated 
the Rev. Jasper C. Caston, Negro 
minister and alderman of the 
Sixth Ward. 


The Rev. Mr. Caston. was pro- 
posed in opposition to Redmond 
at last night’s meeting, but Red- 
mond was chosen by a vote of 21 
to 6. One of the district commit- 
tee members attending the meet- 
ing at City Committee headquar- 
ters, 706 Chestnut street, did not 
vote. 

Riehl, in announcing his with- 
drawal, said he was advised to do 
so by his physician, who told 
him to limit his. activities to his 
business interests. He proposed 
the selection of Redmond to take 
his place on the ballot, and spoke 
highly of Redmond, saying: 

“T have known him an observed 
his. civic activities and legal ac- 
complishments during the past 15 
years, and I served with him for 
two years on the Board of Alder- 
men.” 

Redmond, who is 47 years old 
and lives at 4024A Page boule- 
vard, was elected alderman in 
1947 atter having served for five 
years as an associate city coun- 
selor. 

He is a graduate of Harvard 
College and Harvard Law School 
and a past president of the Na- 
tional (Negro) Bar Association. He 
is active in the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3 (AP)—~ 

Major league baseball players 
faced today a choice between 
building for long term security 
with pension funds or splitting a 
fat television melon for immedi- 
ate profit. 
' Probably not until after the 
World Series will a decision be 
reached on the unprecedented 
$800,000 paid for 1950 television 
rights plus $175,000 for radio. 

Commissioner A. B. Chandler 
said a meeting would be held in 
New York Saturday morning and 
added he hoped “provision will be 
made for the players’ pension 
fund.” 

The pension fund now promises 
$100 monthly to all big league 
players who reach the age of 50 
and have spent 10 years in the 
majors. 


What started all the commotion 
was the frenzied television bid- 
ding for 1950 series rights— 
sparked by the fast spread of the 
television networks and sale of 
more than 5,000,000 sets. 

Players in an ordinary world 
series get up to $7000 on a win- 
ning team and $4000 on a losing 
one. If the $800,000 television 
fund were tossed into this pot it 
would boost series prizes to dou- 
ble or triple present sums. 

An authoritative source said 
that if it is decided to use the 
radio-TV payment of $975,000 for 
immediate benefit, federal taxes 
will take out 40 per cent. An- 
other 15 per cent legally would 
go to the commissioner's office, 
leaving only 45 per cent for the 
players, clubs, and leagues. 
“On the other hand if the 
money goes to the pension fund 
it might be possible to get a com- 
plete waiver_on the tax levy,” said 
the source. 
It was reported that from an 
insurance viewpoint $2,000,000 is 
required to put the pension fund 
on a solid basis.

Flexible, the Split T affords, 
in Faurot’'s judgment, “one of 
the finest sequences of plays in 
football.” There are four basic 
plays in each direction, on all 
of which the quarterback and 
the other members of the back- 
field start with the same steps 
in the same direction and in ex- 
actly the same manner. 

The four basic plays are (1) 
the quarterback handoff ts a 
halfback, (2) the quarterback 
keep play, (3) the running 
pitchout (lateral) from quarter- 
back to halfback and (4) the 
halfback running pass. 

The Split-T is simple to teach 
and comparatively simple to 
learn, according to its origina- 
tor, and it’s hard to stop, most 
opponents of Missouri, Okla- 
home, Maryland, Virginia, De- 
troit and other Faurot disciples 
would agree. And the best thing 
about Don Faurot’s book is that 
it’s simple to understand and 
hard to put down—unfinished.

TRATEGIC differences between Britain and the United States 


started soon after Pearl Harbor. From then until just before the | 


invasion of southern France in August, 1944, when the British 
finally failed in their last effort to persuade us to undertake a 
Balkan invasion, we steadily championed an invasion of Western 
Europe, and the British consistently proposed an alternative or 
complementary invasion of the “underbelly.” 


The two differing strategic con- 
cepts were separated, not only by 
geography and terrain, but by 
centuries of experience. We 
sought only military victory—the 
quickest possible victory. The 
British looked toward the peace; 
victory to them had little mean- 
ing if it resulted in political 
losses. We saw in the British in- 
sistence upon Southern European 
“adventures” all sorts of malevo- 
lent motives. 


Politico-Military Strategy. 


There were, perhaps, other con- 
tributory reasons behind the Brit- 
ish strategy. But fundamentally 
the British evaluation was politi- 
co-military; we ignored the first 
part of that compound word. The 
British wanted to invade South- 
ern Europe because its lands abut 
on the Mediterranean and are 
contiguous to the Néar East, im- 
portant to Britain’s power posi- 
tion in the world. 

In 1942 and 1943, with the 
Russians in deep retreat and 
the Germans almost at the Cas- 
pian, the British may not have 
foreseen 1944 and 1945, with 
the Russians entering the Bal- 
kans, but they perceived 
clearly the political importance 
of this area, and they saw that 
an invasion there would pre- 
serve it—in the best possible 
manner by soldiers on the 
ground—against either Russian 
or German interests, and in se 
doing. would safeguard the 
British “lifeline” through the 
Mediterranean. 


These proposals were advanced, 
not only by the British generals, 
but chiefly and most vigorously 
by British statesmen. There was 
more behind the British position 
than military logic. 

Russians in on the Talks. 


It is true that the British in 
general utilized military rather 
than political arguments to bol- 
ster their case. But this was nat- 
ural. Some of our strategic talks 
were three-cornered; the British 


could not very well utilize po- 
litical arguments—the hope of 
blocking Russia—in conferences 
which Russian representatives 
attended; an effort had to 

made to maintain the stability of 
the unnatural “Big Three” ailli- 
ance that had been created. 

It is, of course, true that Brit- 
ish preoccupation with Southern 
Europe was not wholly political 
in motive; the British were never 
stupid enough to think they could 
win the peace by losing the war. 
Their military logic was good, 
although the difficult Balkan ter- 
rain did not help their arguments. 
They believed an invasion through 
the “soft underbelly” would catch 
the German Army in the rear, 
would find a _ recruitment of 
strength from the doughty Slavs 
of the occupied countries, and 
would pone via the Danube a 
broad highway into Germany. 

But the British clearly were 
thinking of winning the peace as 
well as the war. 

From the time of our entry 
into the war, and even prior to 
it, our strategists—Eisenhower, 
Wedemeyer, Marshall, and Stim- 
son particularly—advocated the 
defeat of Germany by an inva- 
sion of western France. This 
proposal, as Stimson puts it, 
was the “brain child of the 
of the United States Army.” 
This invasion was te be timed 
for 1943. The British were dis- 
tinctly lukewarm about the 


project. 

In June, 1942, the whole sub- 
ject was reopened. Then, in a 
famous meeting at the White 
House, described by Martin Som- 
mers in The Saturday Evening 
Post, Churchill and the American 
strategists, with Wedemeyer as 
our spokesman, debated strategy. 
In this meeting Churchill was 
eloguent in favor of a “surge 
from the Mediterranean along 
the historic Belgrade-Warsaw 
axis”; Wedemeyer spoke logically 
in favor of the 1943 cross-chan- 
nel operation. 

Russians Objected. 

As Sommers puts it, “Churchill, 
because of his influence on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, won. his tfight to 
avoid a cross-channel operation 
in 1943. He lost on his determi-

British Forced to Agree. — 


But Roosevelt was now firm for 
the invasion of Normandy, and 
the British. were forced to agree 
at Quebec in August, 1943, that 
Overlord should have the “inside 
track.” 

However, at Tehran the British 
again advocated the Balkan in- 
vasion, but Roosevelt, stressing 
the geographical advantages of 
the cross-Channel assault and the 
terrain difficulties of the Balkans, 
said that only an invasion of 
western France could be consid- 
ered, from the Russian point of 
view a “second front.” 


Stalin naturally sided with 
Roosevelt; indeed, the two “got 
along” not only at Tehran but at 
Yalta. The personality of each 
attracted the other; the language 
barrier helped rather than handi- 
capped the process; Stalin’s flat- 
tery, but not Stalin’s subtle ma- 
nipulations, reached the President. 

A common tongue, Churchill’s 
great mastery of that tongue, and 
his far wider knowledge of the 
European world which mmde his 
superior political brilliance per- 
ceptible—plus the intransigeant 
unanimity of American military 
advice—made the Stalin-Roose- 
velt “alliance” possible. As one 
great witness of those days has 
put it, “Roosevelt and Stalin were 
on the same side in any disagree- 
ment.” 

Hence the Tehran Decision. 


And so it was that on Nov. 30, 
1943, the invasion of Normandy 
was finally decided at Tehran, 
and Stalin strongly supported the 
southern France invasion, rather 
than a trans-Adriatic operation 
into the Balkans which was men- 
tioned by Roosevelt and backed 
strongly by Churchill. 

This Tehran decision, in 
which Stalin’s unequivocal in- 
sistence upon an invasion of 
western France and the unani- 
mity of the American military 
were the decisive factors, really 
settled the postwar political 
fate of Eastern Europe. 

Major Gen. John R. Deane 
in his book says of Tehran: 

“Stalin appeared to know ex- 
actly what he wanted at the 
Conference. This was also true 
of Churchill, but not so of 
Roosevelt. This is not said as 
a reflection on our President, 
but his apparent indecision was 
probably the direct result of 
our obscure foreign policy. 
President Reosevelt was think- 
ing of winning the war; the 
others were thinking of their 
relative positions when the war 
Was won.” 

Even after the definitive de- 
cisions of Tehran, Churchill was 
not quite done. The British tried 
repeatedly to have the forces that 
were to be used in the invasion 
of southern France committed in- 
stead to a cross-Adriatic opera- 
tion—the objective a landing in 
the Trieste-Fiume area to take 
the German armies in Italy on 
the flank, a push through the 
Ljubljana Gap into Austria, and 
a fanning out into the Austro- 
Hungarian plain with its ideal 
sites for air bases. 

Churchill Had no Illusion. 


By then, Churchill, as he has 
revealed in private discussions 
since the war, had no illusions 
about saving the Balkans from 
Russian domination; he krew pos- 
session, in the Russian lexicon, 
was nine-tenths of the law; but 
he did hope that Central Europe 
could be liberated first by the 
Western Allies. 

Despite these arguments it was 
not to be; the British, despite 
the great eloquence of Churchill 
and the reasoned’ logic of his staff, 
had failed; the American strategy 
—heartily indorsed by the Rus- 
sians—was the pattern of con- 

uest. 
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‘World Politics 
To Be Changed 
By Korean War 


Victory Could Be 
Lost by Failure to 
Finish Job, Return 
to Complacency.

HE scene at Seoul, whence 

this reporter has just re- 

turned, was at once moving 
and slightly ridiculous. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was suitably emotional in 
a way that hinted a little of tear- 
ing a passion to tatters. The aged 
President Syngman Rhee _ ex- 
pressed appropriate sentiments in 
a reedy voice. From time to time, 
bits of glass vaguely clattered 
down upon the luxuriantly be- 
starred assemblage from the shat- 
tered roof of the Korean legisla- 
tive palace, a building so hideous 
it would have been better totally 
destroyed. 


Barring a colonel or two, there 
was no one at the celebration of 
the liberation of Seoul who had 
done the front-line job of getting 
Seoul back. It was a trifle hard 
to remember that this curious 
gathering at a minimum marked 
the successful end of one phase of 
a great world drama, if not its 
Rappy final climax. But this was 
nonetheless the case. 


The time has come, therefore, 


to begin to ask what is the 
meaning of the victory in Ko- 
rea. It is already a very real 
victory. 

As these words are written, it 
is not yet clear precisely how 
Korea is to be unified—whether 
by: diplomatic or military action— 
and if there is to be more fight- 
ing, it may not be cheap. There 
is still the risk that the Kremlin 
will intervene at this last mo- 
ment, directly or indirectly, just 
as there is always a risk in cross- 
ing a busy street. There is also 
the far greater risk that the West- 
ern powers will lack courage to 
finish the job and thus cast away 
many of this victory’s fruits. , 
Yet at this writing, from this 
angle of vision, it seems most 
probable that the final. result of 
the Kremlin’s Korean power play 
will be a unified, independent, 
non-Communist Korea. No one 
in his senses will expect this 
new Korea to be an ideal land: 
indeed, it will probably be pretty 
awful for a pretty long time. But 
at least it will be better for the 
Koreans than the iron-handed,

MARGATE, England, Oct. 3 
(AP)—Heavy fire from union 
leaders and left-wing members of 
Parliament today forced ' Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee’s Labor 
party executive to retreat from 
its wage freeze policy. The unions 
rammed through a resolution de- 
manding pay increases, price cuts 
and profit controls.

As in China, Is Expected in Korea 


With Supplies From Communist Neighbors in 
North, Reds Could Hold Out for Unpre- 
dictable Period — Terrain Helps Them.

OME wary authorities here fear that the Korean war may de- 
generate into a long and costly guerrilla hunt. 
In diplomatic and military quarters, keen interest was dis- 


played in the statement of Chou En-lai, the Red China premier, that 
tactics of “‘a prolonged war of resistance” would finally win for the 


Korean Communists. 


Putting that blustering proph- 
ecy beside the fact that the North 
Koreans thus far have ignored 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s sur- 
render ultimatum, these author- 
ities get but one result—a guer- 
rilla campaign in the pattern of 
Greece and China. 

Military spokesmen already 
have noted several signs in that 
direction. | 

When the Pusan beachhead ex- 
ploded in a race to the thirty- 
eighth parallel, they stressed the 
fact that thousands of North 
Koreans were “melting away” in 
the hills. Disappearing with them 
were large quantities of equip- 
ment. 

The spokesmen also called at- 
tention to the fact that United 
Nations forces didn’t establish “‘a 
great wall of China or Maginot 
line” through which nobody—es- 
pecially civilian-clad Commy 
troops—could pass. 2 


Problem in North. 


Even if the unsupplied Com- 
mies, living off the land, were 
eventually routed out in South 
Korea, their sneak retreat to the 
north would pose a more familiar 
Communist problem, it was point- 
ed out. | 

As in the case of Greece, 
Korea’s northern borders are 
with Communist neighbors. A 
500-mile stretch is common with 
Red China and about 50 miles lie 
between Korea and Russia’s mari- 
time provinces. 

Moreover, it’s a mountainous 
border, a heavily forested area 
which would provide ideal cover 
for the guerrilla tactics at which 
the Communists have proved mas- 
terful in Greece, China and 
Southeast Asia. 

With supplies pouring in from 
their friendly neighbors, the Ko- 
rean Communists could hold out 
for an unpredictable period. 

Chou En-lai appeared to be 
hinting at such assistance when 
he stated that the Chinese Com- 
munists “will not stand aside” if 
North Korea should be invaded. 

Question of Supplies. 

The probability. of Red China 
troops being sent into the breach 
was generally discounted here. 


But that Red Koreans could con- 
tinue their resistance through 
supplies from China and Russia 
was an item officials here could 
accept as probable. 


Diplomatic sources are not pre- 
pared to say what obstacles such 
guerrilla activity would put in. 
the way of Korean rehabilitation 
and unity.

Russia’s program for Korea's future bears 
the earmarks of an eleventh-hour effort by the 
Kremlin to salvage what it can out of the dismal 
and signal wreck of its Korean adventure. In 
its way, it is a kind of testimonial to the free 


by Britain and the United States among other 
nations, is what seems to be a last-ditch effort 
to get the United Nations out of Korea. 

The eight-nation proposal calls for elections 
to be conducted by a powerful United Nations 
commission composed principally of smailler- 
nation representatives. The Kremlin, while mild- 
ly agreeing to unification and all-Korean elec- 
tions, wants the elections and the interim 
government to be conducted by the Koreans 
themselves through a joint commission of rep- 
resentatives of the northern and southern por- 
tions of the country. The U.N.’s rolé would be 
reduced to that of appointing observers. 

This represents a considerable change of heart 
on the part of the Russians. No earlier than 
in the course of an unusually windy and mean- 
ingless propaganda tirade only shortly before 
the plan was submitted, Vishinsky had dubbed 
the Syngman Rhee regime “a puppet govern- 
ment of the United States.” But now he is 
willing to give it a voice in the commission. 

Consistently the Kremlin has refused to par- 
ticipate in U.N. commissions for Korea. But 
now Vishinsky says participation of Russia, and 
Communist China, in his proposed observer 
commission is “indispensable.” 

And if the Kremlin is unsuccessful in re- 
ducing the U.N.’s role in Korea, apparently it 
hopes at least to divide the U.N. on the issue. 
For the other essential difference between the 
Russian and eight-nation plans—the time when 
foreign troops would leave the country—may 
be calculated to appeal to such countries as 
India which might be expected to support im- 
mediate departure of American and other for- 
eign United Nations troops from Korea. 

There are other, subsidiary purposes the 
Russian proposal may be intended to achieve. 
It might be to achieve some sort of last-gasp 
left-handed, partial recognition of the North 
Korean revime by U.N. to show Communist 
satellites that the effort was not completely 
in vain. It might be to lend U.N. color to the 
Russian assertion that the war was a civil war. 
It might be to put Russia and Communist China 
in a position in which they could block U.N. 
action; or just to get Communist China farther 
into the U.N. door. 

But the fact remains that the proposal is far 
more reasonable than most which come out of 
Moscow, and that Russia seems determined to 
get the U.N. out of Korea and break the free 
world’s solid front. Apparently, Russian hopes 
for easy conquest in such parts of the world 
as Asia where the voice of U.N. carries especial 
weight have suffered a severe setback. 

The Russian plan looks like an indication of 
the importance to the free world of remaining 
united, of carrying out positive action deter- 
mined in concert. It is further argument for

ing sure that all international decisions are 
made there and for giving the U.N. as much 
responsibility as possible.

RIVER AND EMPTY SEA, by Louis Vaczek. (Houghter 
Mifflin Co., 372 pqs., $3.50.) 


The setting of Louis Vaczek’s first novel 
is Canada, or, more correctly, New France 
in the latter part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury when colonization along the St. Law- 
rence was comparatively new and barter- 
ing with the Indians for fur pelts was 
the region’s most profitable industry. 


The main character of the story is Paul 
Denys, who, having fallen into disfavor in 
Paris, is sent to Quebec to become secre- 
tary to the Intendant. Shortly thereafter 
Paul is appointed King’s Agent to take an 
overland expedition to Hudson's Bay and 
thereby, according to international ethics, 
establish rights of ownership of the terri- 
tory for his native France. Father Al- 
banel, a truly lovable, human and ex- 
ceedingly patient Jesuit priest, a combi- 
nation of wisdom and simplicity, heads 
the expedition. With Sebastian, a pro- 
fessional voyageur, and their Indian guides, 
Paul and Father Albanel begin the year 

long journey through 

the rough, uncivil- 
ized country. 

In spite of many 
hardships, aching 
loneliness, famine, 
plague and pestilence 
Paul comes to love 
the wilderness and 
finds loyal friends

This is one historical novel in which 
the main character is not portrayed as a 
swashbuckling, Hollywood baiting, duel-to- 
the-death hero. Instead, it is a welcome 
change to find him a real flesh and blood 
character of many facets. Mr. Vaczek has 
so competently written of the country 
that the background is even more real 
than his well drawn characters and it is 
the reality of the setting that intensifies, 
heightens and vitalizes the whole book.

How It Started 


By Jean Newton 
To “Pull in Your Horns.” 


NEWSPAPER account of the 

London political scene on Dec. 

19, 1891 included the report 
that “they are imploring the coun- 
cil to draw in its horns.” The ex- 
pression had the same connota- 
tion as in our popular usage to- 
day. It meant to withdraw de- 
mands, to soften one’s tone, to 
reduce the aggressiveness or bel- 
ligéfence of an attitude—in short, 
to compromise, or at least ‘to 
pipe down”! And just so it is on 
the record for 600 years. 

“Draw in one’s horns” seems 
to be the older wording. But the 
history of the phrase brings up a 
considerable usage in common 
speech enjoyed by this metaphor 


in varying forms, such as “draw. 


in” or “shrink in,” and, converse- 
ly, the allusion to “shooting out” 
one’s horns. For example, in the 
“early nineteenth century an Eng- 
lish novelist wrote, “She had no 

ner gone, than Bang began to 
shoot out his horns a bit.” The 


‘context shows the character mak- 


ing demands in a dictatorial man- 
ner. 

To the reader, as to this re- 
searcher, the metaphor “pull in 
your horns” may well suggest the 
threatening horns of a bull. Cer- 
tainly it evokes no ‘thoughts abcut 
snails! But that seems to be how 
it started, at least how it appears 
in its first recorded usage, six 
centuries in the past. Here is this 
allusion to the snail: 

“They gunne to drawen in her 
hornes as a snayl among the 
thorties.”

Pears Are 


At Their 


Best Now 
By Edith M. Barber 


HAT’S better than a well 
W cirenea, juicy pear to eat 

out-of-hand, or, if you’re 
fussy, 
knife? This is the season to eat 


your fill and they are of -such 4 


variety. First come the Bartletts 
and those from California have 
been particularly good this sea- 
son. 

Then come the Angou, the Co- 
mice and the Bosc, our largest 
supply also coming from the 
West, Washington and Oregon. 
The Keefer pears are often from 
local sources and we must not 
forget the small Seckel generally 
used for spicing. All types of 
pears are gathered while still 
hard and they ripen at room tem- 
perature, best arranged on a tray 
or platter so they will not touch 
each other and bruise before they 
ripen. When ripe, they may be 
placed in the refrigerator where 
they will remain in good condi- 
tion until you wish to serve them. 

While still hard, pears may be 
poached or baked and with a 
touch of flavoring given by sliced 
lemon or orange and perhaps 
with a few cloves. They make a 
popular dessert, served either hot 
or cold. Rum or wine may be 
added if you like. Either white 
or brown sugar may be used, or 
you may like a combination. of 
both for the syrup in which the 
pears are cooked. 

Just another word about ripen- 
ing. Color is the best test for 
most pears. The Bartletts are 
not ready to eat raw until the 
peel has become a golden yellow. 
Other types acquire a slight gol- 
den look, that is to say, they are 
not a clear green or russet. Re- 
member that they should not be 
punched, although they may be 
felt emo as all pears are sus- 
ceptible to bruising. That is the 
reason that the finest are sold

Cover, 
place over low heat and let sim- 
mer until pears are tender. Re- 
move to serving dish. Add re- 
maining sugar to syrup and cook 
about five minutes until syrup 
thickens slightly. Pour over pears 
and chill. Yield: six servings.

ing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


$6 E prefer four-handed Ca- 

W nasta,” writes a New Hav- 

en player, “but some- 

times the Doc has to go out on a 

call. Then we play three-handed, 

but several arguments have 

arisen. Would it be possible for 

you to discuss this form of the 
game in your column?” 

The three-hand form of Canasta 
is closer to the two-hand game 
than to the partnership four- or 
six-hand forms. However, it is less 
apt to be a game in which one 
player assumes complete control 
of the pack on each deal—for the 
reason that is is unwise to try to 
control the pack. For example: 


In a four-handed partnership 
game, if your opponents had 
melded and you had not, your 
proper play might be to freeze the 
pack. You can spare the wild card 
to equalize the situation, better 


perhaps than you can spare the 
cards you would have to meld in 
order to make the minimum of 
90. (Of course, in a four-hand 
game you wouldn't have 14 cards 
in your hand, but you are dealt 13 
in three-handed and this hand 
represents your holding after you 
have drawn from the pack.) 

But in thrée-hand play one of 
the things you never do is spend 
one of your precious wild cards 
in order to freeze. The principle 
of the game is every man for him- 
self. If you freeze the pack against 
one player, the other may give it 
away; for he will ‘and properly) 
prefer to play his own hand rather 
than to defend the pack. So the 
only time you freeze in three-hand 
Canasta is when you have so many 
wild cards that they are cluttering 
up your hand and making it diffi- 
cult for you to meld. Then your 
purpose in putting a wild card on 
the pack is not so much to freeze 
the pack as to get rid of a “use- 
less” card: 

Another factor that influences 
strategy in three-hand play is how 
the score is to be settled. If the 
winner collects from both losers, 
and there is no further score set- 
tlement, you can develop a certain 
amount of co-operation—although 
not partnership. But if the low 
man must pay both higher scores, 
it’s entirely a -case of devil take 
the hindmost.

If North-South had been play- 
ing the pure Blackwood conven- 
tion, South could have bid four 
no-trump on the second round. 
However, as employed by many 
of the leading players, this four- 
no-trump is not conventional 
when it follows a lower no-trump 
bid—it is simply a raise in no- 
trump. Thus, South’s jump to five 
hearts was the best action avail- 
able, and the slam contract re- 
sulting was sound enough. 

West led the diamond king. The 
ace won and South quickly drew 
the outstanding trumps. He then 
laid down the ace of spades, after 
which he led the spade ten and 
passed it around to East. The lat- 
ter returned a diamond. Declarer 
ruffed and now (or soon) had to 
decide how to continue with the 
spade suit. 

At this point there were only 
two spades still at large—the 
queen and the six. South led his 
own seven-spot, and when West 
played the six, put up dummy’s 
king, on the theory (as South ex- 
plained later) that the two missing 
spades figgred to be divided one- 
and-one between the defenders. 
His theory did not work out, and 
he lost the slam. ® 

South’s view of the spade suit 
was completely wrong. It is the 
original probability that counts, 
and this was that the missing six 
cards would not be divided 3-3! 
Having lost to the spade jack, 
South should have taken a sec- 
ond finesse, against West, on the 
sounder theory that the suit would 
not break 3-3, but that the two 
honors originally missing would 
be divided between the defenders. 

A second plan, also superior to 
South’s, was to lead out the ace 
and king of spades on the chance 
that an honor would fall!
